I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  'Report  for  1942, 

Vital  Statistics 

There  were  31  live  births  registered  during  the  year  and  2 
stillbirths,  giving  a  birth  rate  of  14.14  which  is  slightly  above 
that  for  1941. 

The  total  deaths  registered  amounted  to  41,  17  male  and  24 
female,  giving  a  death  rate  of  18.70.  There  was  only  one  infant 
death  and  none  from  maternal  causes.  Tuberculosis  was  the  cause 
of  5  deaths,  4  female  and.  1  male-.  75%  of  all  deaths  occurred  over 
the  age  of  65. 

There  were  4  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  during  the 
year  and  at  the  end  of  December  there  were.  21  cases  on  the  register. 

Infectious  disease  has  not  been  prevalent  and  there  were  no 
deaths  from  this  cause.  One  case  of  scarlet  fever,  2  cases  of 
erysipelas  and  3  cases  of  cerebro- spinal  fever  were  notified.  There 
were  no  cases  of  whooping  cough  or  measles  notified. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  Scheme 

following  the  intensive  immunisation  campaign  the  previous 
year,  there  was  only  a  small  percentage  of  children  to  be  treated 
in  1942. 

Regular  sessions  were  held  throughout  the  year  at  the  Junior 
School,  where  both  schoolchildren  and  those  under  school  age 
attended  for  treatment. 

The  Birthday  Letter  scheme  continued  to  be  used  with 
satisfactory  results  and  a  large  number  of  babies  were  immunises  by  k.  . 
their  own  doctors  soon  after  their  first  birthdays. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  results  were  as  follows \ -

In  order  to  be  quite  certain  that  no  child  had  missed  the 
opportunity  of  benefiting  under  the  Council’s  scheme,  a  list  of 
names  of  children  under  5  was  obtained  from  the  food  Office  so  that 
a  complete  canvass  could  be  undertaken  in  1943. 

I  should  li£e  to  show  my  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  the 
Head  Teachers  and  the  Health  Visitors  have  helped  to  make  the 
campaign  a  success  and  of  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  general 
practitioners. 

Contagious  Disease 

"There  were  4  cases  of  scabies  brought  to  my  notice  during  the 
year.  They  were  all  dealt  with  under  the  Council' &  domiciliary 
treatment  scheme  and  cleared  up  satisfactorily  without  having  to  be 
removed  to  hospital. 

Office  Accommodation  and  Clerical  Assistance 

At  my  request  the  three  District  Councils  met  representatives 
of  the  County  Council  to  consider  the  provision  of  office 
accommodation  and  clerical  assistance  for  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  This  meeting  resulted  in  the  present  arrangement  whereby

Further  that  the  Council  should  proceed  with  the  buidding  of 
twelve  houses  to  rehouse  the  persons  displaced  by  these  Orders, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  obtain  for  the  information  of  the 
Sub-Committee  informa tionnas  to  the  latest  type  of  Houses 
recommended  by  the  Ministry.
